hyiit Adelaide, Canberra, Wol longong or 


castle. 
Similarly, Melbourne fans do not watch 
interstate teams playing in Melbourne.

Let our accountant friend take up the 


ose a club like Brisbane Lions as an 
example. They play 30 NSL games in a 
season — 14 interstate and 16 in Bris- 


bane. 

“This means that, on 14 weekends of 
the year, none of their supporters watch 
Lions play. 

“Assume Brisbane Lions have 3,000 
fans who pay $4 a time to watch their 
team in action. 

“So every fortnight, income of $12,000 
is lost. That is 168,000 for the full 


season. 

“There are 16 teams in the National 
League. If their losses are similar (some 
are not, of course) we multiply $168,000 
by 16 and come up with a seasonal loss to 
Soccer an receipts of a staggering 


“Apart from this ridiculous loss of in- 
come, the National League also loses out 
pean when it has to the bill for air 


7es. 

“Using Brisbane Lions again as the 
example, the club has to fly interstate 14 
times for NSL matches which must cost 
in the vicinity of $20,000. 

“So not only are the NSL clubs throw- 
ing away good gate receipts by being in 
this competition, they are also i fourine 
substantial overheads for travel. 

a makes you wonder why they per- 
sist.” 

If the National League clubs finally 
come to their senses and return to State 
League competition, they will rid them- 
selves completely of the air fares slug. 

They will also attract their own fans to 
matches every weekend — not just 16 


times a year.

It has had a fair go. It has failed. Now 
perhaps Soccer can return to sanity be- 

re it goes bankrupt.

Injuries around the ankles and lower limbs are 
common in soccer players.
